CUSTOMS OF ABYSSINIA 


EXPEDITION JEST RETURNED FROM 
UNKNOWN PART. 


Several Members of the Party Were 
Murdered — The Method of 
Choosing a King. 

I Some remarkable tribal customs have 
just been reported by an expedition 
sent into the comparatively unknown 
countries between the Abyssinian capi¬ 
tal and the north-west of Lake Rudolph, 
in the neighborhood of the Anglo-Abys- 
sinian boundary. 

The expedition, which was accompan¬ 
ied by the secretary of the British Le¬ 
gation at Adis Ababa, was composed of 
over 2,000 men, and was sent out by 


one side four spacious, well-thatched' 
huts snd a curious mound, probably 
sacrificial. By the side of the huts 
thousands of cowbells, sweet in tone ls 
those in a Swiss upland valley, were 
buna on rude trestles, and swung back¬ 
ward and forward by bands of women 
under the direction of an old witch. 

The hard level flooring of the clear- 
ion shook under the feet of hundreds of 
naked warriors, chanting a wild song 
of death, now advancing in a rhythmic 
rush, now retreating and leaving two 
of their number in the open, who, with 
their twelve-foot spears held horizont- 

S it over their shoulders, the shafts 
ng like a snake before it strikes, 
a wild war dance, keeping 
time to chant to the chorus. 

When the din grew louder the crowd 
surged around the dead king's hut, 
suddenly parted, and through the lane 
thus formed dashed a gleaming figure 
adorned with a leopard skin, orange- 
colored ostrich feathers, beads and 
tends of copper and brass and ivory 
round his neck and arms. 

Three times he rushed round the 
clearing, followed by the shouting, 
singing warriors, and then disappeared 
as quickly as he had come. The new 
king had been chosen.

These Shankalla tribes have each 
their own customs and dialect. In one 
case the ruler might never touch wa¬ 
ter, and when his curiosity to see a 
white man made him break the “taba” 
hi" man had to carry him over every 
stream lest he should be defiled. 

In another tribe, when a father is 
getting on in years the son bids him 
climb into a tree and Jump down from 
the branches. If the old man staggers 
on landing, the son spears him on the 
spot. His usefulness is over. 

One tribe has a custom of sewing 
chance visitors up in fresh hides and 
leaving them to be killed by the con¬ 
traction of the skins; in onotlier the 
only orthodox way of dealing with 
strangers was to tie them in a bundle 
and roll them over a precipice. 

In the Sorma country, where the na¬ 
tives arc elephant hunters and talers, 
the women are of a particularly repul¬ 
sive type. They make a practice cf 
disfiguring themselves by distending 
their lower lips until they hang almost 
down to the breast. This is brought 
about by means of a saucer of clay 
which they insert in the lower lip.

The expedition, which was accompan¬ 
ied by the secretary of the British Le¬ 
gation at Adis Ababa, was composed of 
over 2,000 men, and was sent out by 
the Emperor Meneleek to capture Shi- 
fara, an Abyssinian outlaw, who had 
been murdering and raiding in Abyssin¬ 
ian territory. It was away eight months 
I and failed to capture Shifaru. 

For considerable distances the expe¬ 
dition was followed by natives, who 
hia themselves amid the thick elephant 
glass nine feet high bordering the 
path, and it became necessary to for¬ 
tify the camps and make varebas every 
night. 

ALL FORMS OF DEATH. 

Several of the expedition were mur¬ 
dered, others died of sunstroke and 
want of water, and large numbers c.f 
animals were speared. 

The route followed by the expedition 
from Adis Ababa to the south-west pas¬ 
ser through the interesting little Nfu- 
t.oinmedan State of Djimmu. which is 
presided over by its own king, Abagifar, 
the last of the rulers from whom Merie* 
i !ek has his title of “King of Kings of 
Ethiopia.” 

No self-respecting Djimman is ever 
seen without his or her parasol of stripes 
o? date palm leaves, and the ladies of 
the country wear embroidered white 
blouses, skirts of softly dressed hide 
and “coiffures" of closely plaited black 
hair, too often someone else’s. Fashion 
laws must be obeyed, and the Djimman 
perruquier Is a master of his craft.

MANY CRIMINAL'S CLUBS 


SECRET SOCIETIES WHICH ARB RUN 
BY BURGLARS. 

Gangs of Thieve* are Joined Together 
In Strong Bond* ol 
Union* 

The police of Paris are pluming them¬ 
selves just now in the belief that they 
have succeeded in dealing a deadly 
Mow at organized crime in that city. 
They have lately laid hands on some 
fifteen habitual criminals who they think 
were members of one of the most dang* 
eious bands of law-breakers they have 
ever had to contend with, and to whom 
an immense amount of crime against 
property Is attributed. 

This secret society of criminals was 
organized some five years ago by a 
mysterious man whose identity the po¬ 
lice have never been able to discover. 
It has been run on lines very similar 
to those of a trade union, and had Us 
secretary, who was not an active mem¬ 
ber, but a salaried servant; it had its 
entrance fee, yearly subscription, sick 
fund, defence fund, and an elaborate 
list of rules, which were strictly -an- 
fcrced. It embraced almost all forms 
of crime, from pocket-picking to for¬ 
gery; but one of the most remarkable 
rules was that which created all mein- 
hers equal. 

All proceeds of crimes committed by 
individual members were “pooled” anu 
divided up into as many shares as there 
were members, but thc producer of the 
row proceeds, in addition to his own 
share, was rewarded with the share of 
ther,member who had not produced 
anything for the longest period, times 
r( sickness and imprisonment being ex- 
rrpled from the reckoning. Any infrac- 
tiqn of this rule for the pooling of 
“swag” was visited, so the police be¬ 
lieve, with the severest punishment 
TWO OR THREE MURDERS, 
of habitual criminals are alUflRded to 
this cause. 

But ulthough this much is known and 
a vast dcul more suspected about thc 
i gang, so cleverly has its secrecy been 
assured by its organizers that it is im- 
‘possible to guess how muiiy members 
'll hud, who was their chief, or where 
they met. It was hoped that, when the 
police laid hands on some of the men 
suspected of being members, one might 
be induced or bluffed inlo betraying the 
others, but in this thc police were dis¬ 
appointed; not one of the men arrested 
would utter a single word on thc sub¬ 
ject, though a young Belgian, when se- 
vi rely pressed, drew his thumb across 
his throat and smiled signilicantly. So 
Hint it Is quite possible, although tho 
police have arrested a goodly number 
of the organization, it may survive the 
blow, though it must suffer by Ihe loss 
of such thorough-paced scoundrels as 
the police declare their prisoners to be. 

About three years ago the police of 
Belgium broke*up a similar organiza¬ 
tion. some of the members of which 
were sent to prison for life. This gang, 
however, devoted all its attention to 
the gentle url of burglary, at which 
sonic amazingly large hauls were made. 
The members shared their profMs after 
the manner of their friends in Paris; 
and one of their number, who was clever 
at disguises and had “a taking way 
wilh him." did nothing else than make 
thr necessary inquiries about premises 
and persons it was thought might pov 
for n visit. It is believed by the authori¬ 
ties that in one year only the gang 
‘collected” p™P erl y to the value of

LIONS ATTACK A VILLAGE. 


Llevfln Natives Eaten by Herd of Hun¬ 
gry Animals in Africa. 

Word from Blanlyre, British Central 
Africa, states ‘ that a herd of hungry 
lions attacked Ihe town of Chorumo, 

Biilish Central Africa, and not only 
killed eleven natives, but put the rest 
l Ihe population to flight and deilnol-! , 

iidird many of the huts. Between Ilf- 
h en and twenty lions made the raid at 
dusk. They first attacked two natives 
« n the outskirts of the town. One of 
the natives escaped, and while Ihe body 
i i his companion was being torn to 
leeces he rati lo the government build¬ 
ing. 

The watchman on duly refused to he- 
lirve his story, and while the frighten- 
c ' native was protesting the lions sud¬ 
denly dashed Inlo the ninin street. Three 
watchmen were struck down before 
they could reach their rifles, and the 
native who had previously escaped was 
likewise killed.

Moreover, whenever a Larrikin 
cels inlo the arms of the law a small 
lax Is levied on every Larrikin of 
every “push" to defray the cost of his 
defence.

The Mafia 
is sn perfectly organized and so influ¬ 
ential nnd sorrel that the laws of Italy, 
the noliee. and the whole Government 
of the countrv have been rendered im- 
rc.fenl against its members again nnd 
i*gain. Judges nnd juries have acquit¬ 
ted members of Ihe society of guilt of 
various offences in absolute defiance if 
law. common sense, nnd justice, slmnl.v 
1 i*enuse Ihcv feared to fneur the dis- 
P lea sure of tlm society. Police officials 
have allowed Mafias fo slip through 
Ihoir fingers for no more reason than

BALLOON RAILWAY. 

An Austrian Engineer fnvenfs a New 
System. 

An Austrian engineer, Herr Balder- 
auer, of Salzburg, has been experiment¬ 
ing with much success in the moun¬ 
tains near Salzburg with a novel balloon 
railway. It consists of a large captive 
talloon attached to a single steel rail, 
which In turn is fixed firmly to the side 
• f a sleep mountain, whose precipi¬ 
tous slopes no ofher form of railway 
could climb without making a series of 
serpentine detours and passing through 
tunnels. 

The ballon remains balanced in the 
air about len yards above the rail, fo 
which it is Attached by n stout wire 
cable, and it is moved up and down 
the side of Ihe mountain at the will of 
the engineer. 

For an ascent the balloon iUelf fur¬ 
nishes the lifting force hv means r.f 
hydrogen: for Ihe descent a large re¬ 
servoir attached fo the balloon is filled 
with water at Ihe highest station, and 
serves as “ballast.” 

Under the balloon is a circular car, 
seating ten persofns. The wire cable 
from the balloon passes through Ihe 
floor of the car fo a speed regulator un¬ 
derneath, which is controlled by the en¬ 
gineer. 

Herr Balderauer has made dozens of 
ascents both alone and with the car 
filled with people, and has never had 
an accident. 

The inventor claims that the balloon 
railway will replace the funicular rail¬ 
way In the future. It Is cheaD to con¬ 
struct and the sensation while travel¬ 
ling is delightful. 

The passengers are whirled up thou¬ 
sands of feet In a few seconds, without 
fho slightest jar. The balloon can be 
Instantly released in case It becomes 
unmanageable, and an automatic brake 
keeps the car uoder control.

PROFESSOR Moots H. BYSLOP TELLS 
A FEW GOOD ONES. 


From a Purely Scientific Spirit and 
Without Desire to Cause 
Cold Chills. 

Some interesting modern ghost stor¬ 
ies are told by Prolossor James H. Hy- 
siop in his latest book, Enigmas of 
Psychical Phenomena. Dr. Hyslop, since 
the death of Dr. Richard Hodgson, is 
probably the foremost scientific Inves¬ 
tigator of theso phenomena. He is in¬ 
terested in the study from the purely 
scientific side. The curious exhibitions 
of mind or soul power with which we 
ore surrounded are classed and consid¬ 
ered with reference to their cause, and 
to what they may indicate. Professor 
Hyslop takes no sides; he is simply set¬ 
ting forth certain facts. These latter 
tire well attested instances of the exer¬ 
cise of some strange power which Is 
not normal. He considers the old 
biaclcs, the mystery of dreams, crystal 
guzlng, telepathy, apparitions of the 
living, of the dying and of the dead, 
clairvoyance, premonitions and modiu* 
mistic phenomena. What relation have 
these things with presence among us of 
spirits from another world, or of the 
power of willing, doing, seeing things 
with a consciousness which is not ma¬ 
terial? These present some of the enig¬ 
mas of physical research. 

Dr. IIvslop tells the world something 
of what he and others have learned, 
but without stating conclusions. He 
seeks to stimulate others to investigate. 
Perhaps some day he will state his con¬ 
clusions and tell us how he reached 
them. In the mcanlime, however, we 
must he satisfied wilh what he wishes 
to give us. 

We quote from the book a few inslnne-

One thing I should tell you, 1 had not 
been thinking or speaking of him.

The most 
interesting incident is taken from the 
experience of Dr. Libenult, the celebrat¬ 
ed French physician, who was so suc¬ 
cessful in ihe practice of hypnotism.

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PAINFUL FEET. 

There are few of the so-called mlnoi 
ills of the body lhat more surely rob oru 
of comfort than painful feet. Standing 
(r walking, the pain is always present 
and will not allow tho sufferer io for¬ 
get his trouble for a single moment. 

Almost all forms of painful feet uri 
due directly or indirectly to badly lil¬ 
ting, or rather to light, slioes. Ar 
exception to this rule is llatfoot, a con¬ 
dition in which the fibrous tissue that 
posses between Ihe two ends of the long 
aich of the loot and, like the string oi 
a bow, keeps it curved, has lost its lone, 
and, becoming stretched, ullows the 
bones of the arch to sink down. 

Another condition, in a measure the 
reverse of this, is the contracted foot, 
in which there seems lo be d slight 
shortening of the muscles of ihc solo 
nnd of the calf of the leg. The instep 
is a little higher than it should be. and 
one standing erect in bare feel will "ft 
unable to raise the ball of the fool from 
llu ground. In both thc!*o conditions 
standing and walking cause severe pain 
in the sole of the foot, und also usually 
in the instep.

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HOME OF THE ACADIANS 

MAGDALEN’S AI\E AN AGGREGATION 

OF FOURTEEN ISLETS. 

Group in the St. Lawrence Where Dwell 
the Remnant of the Exiled 
People. 

"Rarely docs the y/orld hear of the 
Magdalen Islands or of the people who 
occupy them, the descendants of Long¬ 
fellow’s Acadians, immortalized n 
‘Evangeline,’ many of whom settled 
here," writes 1*. T. McGrath from St. 
John’s Nfid. "This group of islets is in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 150 miles 
from the coast of Newfoundland. This 
spring they have been brought into 
prominence because of the 30,000 seals 
that have been killed on their shores. 
The Magdalens arc an aggregation of 
14 islets, some so small as to be unin¬ 
habited, nnd others sustaining about 
1.800 souls. The group is chiefly re¬ 
markable for its shipwrecks, for it lies 
right in the track of shipping bound to 
nnd from Montreal. The Gulf of St. 
Lawrence is lilted with ice floes from 
December to May, and no ships but the 
Newfoundland sealers can force their 
way through these masses, so that the 
Magdalens are cut off from all com¬ 
munication with the outer world save 
by the telegraph. No intercourse is pos¬ 
sible even with Ihe neighboring coasts. 
Every fall a half year’s stock of provi¬ 
sions has to be laid in, as there is no 
means of replenishing the stores until 
spring comes. 

OWNED BY COFFIN FAMILY. 

"The settlers nre French of speech nnd 
action, and their industrial habits are 
moulded on French patterns and Iheir 
domestic life is virtually ihnt of the Rr*- 
lon peasant. The Acadians first settled 
here in 1763, after France had been de¬ 
prived of Canada nnd Acadia had been 
ravaged, os Longfellow tells. In 1780 
Ihe British monarch bestowed the 
islands on Admiral Colfin for services 
before Quebec and to his descendants 
the group now belongs. The settlers pay 
an annual rental on the basis of 20 cents 
an acre of the lands they occupy, and 
recent legislation obliges the landlord 
fo sell whenever n tenant proffers a sum 
equaT to fifteen years’ rental, but most 
of the occupants are too poor to pur¬ 
chase. In addition to fishing, agricul¬ 
ture in its elemenlury forms is followed.

In many places sandstone 
cliff s rise short from I lie sea .*uo feet, 
a (1 nnnhfingediPla2 ,Eo shrdlu cnifwyp 
and again they seem to overhang where 
Ihe sen has fretted a\Vay their base. At 
some points the lulls slope gradually 
upward from the wider lo Ihe middle of 
Ihe islands, rising 600 feet high, and Ihe 
interior presents an inleresling variety 
of scenery. In Ihe bays are lo lie found 
fine sea Trout, which yield excellent fish¬ 
ing."

EARLY FIRE IMPLEMENTS. 

Apitlinnecn 1 uni In TIiIn Country In 
(lie Hrvridrcntli Century. 

Undoubtedly tin* ilrst lire company 
organized in this country was formed 
in New York in Kiris, It wan called the 
Prowlers and was composed of eight 
men, with 2."»o buckets, books und small 
ladders. Where liie buckets were ob¬ 
tained uud whether or not they were 
in addition to those owned by the town 
the records fail to state. In 3070 Salem 
purchased two or three dozen cedar 
buckets, besides bookstand other im¬ 
plements; also the selectmen and two 
others were authorized to take com¬ 
mand at tires and to blow up and pull 
down buildings when swell action was 
necessary. This practice appears to 
have been much more common before 
the use of engines than afterward. 
Boston on Sept. 1), 1079, ordered that 
every quarter of the town should be 
provided with twenty swobos, two 
scoopes aiul six axes. The swobes, or 
swabs, as they are now called, were 
long handled mops that could be used 
to put out roof tires. The general use 
of swabs lias lorn,' since disappeared, 
but when a slight blaze Is beyond the 
reach of a pail of water and more Im¬ 
proved apparatus Is not at hand a 
long handled lflfop Is today the most ef¬ 
ficient article to be used. In Japan 
these swabs may be seen on many roof 
tops. 

In 1090 Now York ordered that five 
ladders and also hooks bo made. In 
Philadelphia no mention Is made of 
public precaution against fire until 
1090, when a law was passed forbid¬ 
ding the tiring of chimneys or allowing 
the same to become foul. Each houso 
was to have a swab, bucket or pall. 
Another net was passed In 3700 order¬ 
ing every household to have two leath¬ 
er buckets. In the following year six 
or eight hooks for tho purpose of tear¬ 
ing down houses were ordered to be 
made. 


BINDING THE FEET. 


Thin Queer Cbluene Cub tom la n Com¬ 
paratively Modern One. 

China’s custom of binding the feet of 
its women Is not as ancient ns has 
been supposed. A correspondent of 
one of the native Chinese papers 
quotes from the letters of Yuan Mel, 
who lived In the eighteenth century. 
In one of Ids letters Yuan Mel wrote 
to a friend: “You ask mo to get you a 
handsome wife and ardently desire, as 
your tlrst requisite, that she shall have 
small feet. Surely you cannot bo one 
who admires true beauty. An admirer 
of truo beauty has his own individual 
tastes, disdaining to follow the dic¬ 
tates of others. Our ancient literature, 
in both prose and poetry, has many al¬ 
lusions in praise of beautiful women, 
but in no instance touches upon small 
feet. 

“A work treating of the customs of 
the Sung dynasty by Shcn Yo says a 
man’s well made shoes are said to he 
square, nnd a woman’s round, at the 
toe. Iu tho T’ang dynasty, the first al¬ 
lusion to the feet of Y'ang Kwei Fel, 
the court beauty, was about her silk 
stockings. In one of Han Tung Lang’s 
poems, referring to a woman’s feet, he 
says, ‘Her six Inch feet so bright and 
6leek.* These allusions clearly point 
to unbound feet." 

Yuan Mei’s letter concludes by say¬ 
ing that the taste of those who ignore 
the beauty of face and form is deprav¬ 
ed. He laments that sensible men 
should be so led away by a foolish 
fashion.

Every oyster h.v. a mouth, a heart, a 
liver, a stomach ami oilier ipso.-s-try 
Internal organs, including a set ol* cun¬ 
ningly devised l:i:** liues. The mouth 
Is nt the small cud of the oyster's body, 
near the hinge of the shell. It Is oval 
In shape, and, though not readily dis¬ 
covered by an unpractlccd eye, It may 
be easily located by gently pushing a 
blunt bodkin or similar Instrument 
along the folds of the surface of the 
body at the place mentioned. Connect¬ 
ed with the mouth Is the canal which 
the oyster uses in conveying food to 
the stomach, from whence it passes in¬ 
to Ihc curious little set of netted and 
twisted Intestines referred to in the 
opening. 

To discover the heart of an oyster 
the fold of llesh which oystermen call 
the “mantle” must be removed. This 
Is fatal to the oyster, of course, but in 
the interest of science and for the ben¬ 
efit of the “curious” It is occasionally 
done. When the mantle has been re¬ 
moved the heart, shaped like a crescent 
or homed moon, is laid to the view. 
The oyster’s heart is made up of two 
parts, just like that of a human being, 
one of which receives the blood from 
the gills and the other drives it out 
through the arteries. The liver is 
found in the immediate vicinity of the 
heart and stomach aud Is a queer 
shaped little organ, which is supposed 
to perform all the functions of a blood 
filter. 


JAVA’S ISLAND OF FIRE. 


It In Itrnlly n I.nke of Bolllnft, Bub¬ 
bling Mn«I and Slime. 

The greatest natural wonder in Java, 
If not in the entire world, is the justly 
celebrated “Gheko Kamdka Uumko,” 
or “Home of the Hot Devils,” known 
to the world as the Island of Fire. 
This geological singularity is really a 
lake of boiling mud situated nt about 
the center of the plains of Grobogana 
and is called an Island because the 
great emerald sea of vegetation which 
surrounds it gives It that appearance. 
The “island” Is nboyt two miles in cir¬ 
cumference, and Is situated at a dis- 
l.inee of almost exactly fifty miles 
from Solo. *• Near the center of this 
dogicnl freak immense columns of 
soft, hot mud may he seen continually 
r.’shig and falling like groat timbers 
thrust through the boiling substratum 
by giant hands and the again quickly 
withdrawn. Besides the phenomenon 
of the boiling mud columns there are 
si•(ires of gigami • hubbies of hot slime 
that, fill up like huge balloons nnd keep 
up a series of constant explosions, the 
Intensity of tlie detonations varying 
with the size of the huhlilo. In time 
past, so the Javanese authorities say, 
there*was a tall spircliko column of 
baked mud on the west edge of the 
Like which constantly belched a pure 
stream of cold water, but this has long 
bpen obliterated, and everything is 
now a seething mass of bubbling mud 
and slime.

The Old Time Lee of Torture Iu Legal 
Provenne*. 

The constitution of the United States 
and the constitutions of the various 
states iu prohibiting cruel nnd unusual 
punishments were not fighting an ab¬ 
surdity. The use of torture In legal 
processes was not, when these Instru¬ 
ments were framed, so remote as It Is 
now. 

When Sir Thomas Dole came as high 
marshal to Virginia ho crushed a con¬ 
spiracy by killing tho ringleaders by 
torture. One had a bodkin thrust 
through his tongue and was chained 
to a treo until he died. Others were 
broken on tho wheel. It Is quaintly 
stated that Sir Thomas was ‘‘a man 
of good conscience aud knowledge iu 
divinity.” Dole’s date was 1011. 

The next notable Instance of the use 
of torture was In 3G92, iu the Salem 
witchcraft excitement, when Giles 
Cory was pressed to death—tho “peine 
dure et forte,” tho most horrible of 
deaths. 

Executions were in public through¬ 
out the east until comparatively recent 
times. When Quclch, the pirate, and 
six others were hanged iu Boston, Bew¬ 
ail wrote in his diary. “When the scaf¬ 
fold was let to sink ihore Avas such a 
screech of the wo: u*:i that my wife 
heard it, sitting in our entry next to 
the orchard,” though the gallows was 
a mile away and tho wind unfavorable. 

The use of torture to wring the truth 
from witnesses is said to have been rec¬ 
ognized as legal in Austria until well 
within the century.

OCEAN ROPE8. 


A Karla* plant That Grow* a Stoat 
Three Hundred Feet Lotf. 

The largest marine plant and proba¬ 
bly'one of the highest plants known on 
this globe is a gigantic seaweed, the 
nereocystls, the stem of which has 
been found to grow ns much as 800 
feet long. It was first discovered not 
far from the Alaskan coast, but has 
since been found floating In various 
parts of the Pacific ocean along the 
Aonerican and Asiatic shores. This 
seaweed grows In a very curious man- 
net. Large quantities of It are found 
at a little distance from shore and at 
depths not exceeding 300 feet. On 
loamy bottoms large thickets of this 
plant take root, and a stem of the 
thickness of ordinary cord grows up¬ 
ward. At its top there Is a pear shaped 
balloon, which grows with the stem, 
and when It reaches the surface of the 
water it often measures six feet and 
more in length, with a diameter of four 
feet six inches. This balloon has, of 
course, an upward tendency and keeps 
the stem growing until it floats on the 
surface of the water. From the top of 
this balloon a large tuft of strong, 
thick, spadelike leaves grow out, which 
originally aro not more than two feet 
long and which grow and split until 
from the balloon a roselike growth of 
from fifty to slxty-flvo feet in diame¬ 
ter covers the water. This gigantic 
weed grows in such quantities that 
near the shore large meadowlike is¬ 
lands are formed, which impede navi¬ 
gation. The natives of the Aleutian 
islands make manifold usage of this 
plant. From their strong dried stems 
they make ropes 250 feet and more 
long, w'hlle balloons of this weed- fur¬ 
nish them with lurge vessels after they 
aro dried, the smaller ones being used 
in their boats to ball out water. The 
long leaves, after being dried, are cut 
Into narrow strips and used for wicker¬ 
work, the making of buskets and simi¬ 
lar furniture. 


LAPP WOLF HUNTERS. 


Swift Runner* on Snowihoen Make 
Short Work of the Brute*. 

The Swedish Lapps live entirely 
with, by and upon their reindeer. A 
Lapp who owns a thousand deer Is a 
very rich man; but, as taxes aro as¬ 
sessed upon the number of deer, lie is 
inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 
is the wolf, who, if so disposed, can 
kill thirty deer in a night. A hand of 
wolves cun make a rich Lapp poor. 
When tho snow is deep and soft and 
It Is announced that wolf tracks have 
been seen in the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on snow- 
shoes prepare for an exciting chase. 
Tho wolf may have a start of a mile 
or two, but the track it leaves hi the 
deep, soft snow is so prominent that 
the hunters can follow it at their best 
speed. 

Tho wolf, though he may ruu fast, 
has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowslioes rush 
through the wood, dart down steep 
hills and jump from ledges several 
yards in height. Each hunter does bis 
best to outrun the others, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
first blow. As soon as the leading 
hunter is close enough to the wolf lie 
gives it a heavy blow across the loins 
with his strong spiked snowshoe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur¬ 
sued, ho kills it outright; if not, he 
disables it and waits till all the limit¬ 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke.

THE CUPEY TREE. 


One Of the Mo*t Curlou* Growth* of 
the West Indie*. 

Tho cupey. or. ns it Is sarcastically 
called in the English possessions, “the 
attorney/' Is one of the most curious, 
as it Is ono of the most picturesque, 
denizens of the virgin forests of the 
West Indian Islands. It belongs to tbo 
parasitical family of trees or plants; 
but, terrible to relate, it invariably^ 
with the basest ingratitude, destroys 
all life in the unfortunate tree that 
cherishes it in its early growth. The 
seeds are borne on the wings of the 
wind and deposited on the branches 
of other trees, when they burst , into 
roots, which are dropped toward the 
ground all around the “nurse” tree. 
In time these roots reach the ground 
and strike Into the soil. 

From this moment the roots grow 
stronger and stronger until they resem¬ 
ble a lot of rope ladders thrown over 
the tree. Next the parasite sends down 
a great cord, which twines around the 
trunk of tho supporting tree, at first as 
though in loving embrace, but it grows 
tighter and tighter, eventually stran¬ 
gling its benefactor out of existence. 
The nurse tree thus killed rots to de¬ 
cay, and from tho immense fibrous 
roots of tho destroyer now springs a 
great trunk, which rises high into tho 
air. When a cupey is full grown it 
presents a magnificent spectacle, for 
tl;e cordlike root rises often to fifty or 
sixty feet and supports in midair the 
vast tree Itself.

Ills Flrat Obituary Notice Called For 
Help For Ilia Family. 

When Robert Burns died the follow¬ 
ing obituary appeared in the Edin¬ 
burgh Advertiser of July 20, 1700: "On 
the 21st Inst, died at Dumfries, after a 
lingering illness, the celebrated Robert 
Burns. His poetical compositions, dis¬ 
tinguished equally by the force of na¬ 
tive humor, by the warmth and the 
tenderness of passion and by the glow¬ 
ing touches of a descriptive pencil, will 
remain a lasting monument of the vig¬ 
or and versatility of a mind guided 
only by the lights of nature and by the 
inspiration of genius. 

“The public, to whose amusement he 
has so largely contributed, will learn 
with regret that his extraordinary en¬ 
dowments were accompanied with 
frailties which rendered them useless 
to himself und his family. The last 
months of his short life were spent in 
sickness and indigence, and his widow, 
with live infant children and in the 
hourly expectation of u sixth, is now 
left without any resource but what she 
may hope from the regard due to the 
memory of her husband. 

“The public are respectfully Inform¬ 
ed that contributions for the wife and 
family of the late Robert Burns, who 
are left In circumstances of extreme 
distress, will be received at the houses 
of Sir William Forbes & Co., of Messrs. 
Mansfield, Ramsay & Co. and at tlie 
shops of the Edinburgh booksellers. I t 
is proposed to publish some time hence 
a posthumous volume of the poetical 
remains of Robert Burns for the bene¬ 
fit of the author's family. Ills friends 
and acquaintanres are requested to 
transmit such poems and letters as 
may happen to be in their possession 
to Alexander Cunningham, writer, 
George street. Edinburgh, or to John 
Hyiuc, Esq., Ryedale, Dumfries. It is 
hoped that in the meantime none of his 
original productions will bo communi¬ 
cated to the public through the channel 
of newspapers or magazines so ns to 
Injure the sale of the intended publica¬ 
tion.” 


They Havem’t Changed Any lm the 
Last Thousand Years. 

! There Is one earner In the world 
where the fast)ions of the people have 
remained the same for the last thou¬ 
sand years. Hie Lffpp lady Is not con¬ 
cerned about the latest toque from 
Paris nor is she subject to that soul 
harrowing experience, the bargain 
! counter crush. However, she may 
' properly lay claim to having been the 
! original bloomer girl, for the netlier 
• garment worn by her today is of the 
j same design as that worn by her an¬ 
cestors of a thousand years ago. 

The summer garment of the Lapland¬ 
er is usually of coarse woolen goods 
and has something the cut of a shirt 
with a high collar. Among the sea 
Lapps It is for the most part undyed. 
Among the other Lapps usually blue, 
sometimes green or brown and even 
black smock frocks have been seen. 

Round the waistbands, along the 
seam in the back and on the edges this 
smock is ornamented with strips of 
red and yellow cloth. Fnder this gar¬ 
ment is a similar one, cither plain or 
figured, worn next to the body, for the 
Lapp never wears linen underclothing 

The trousers are of white woolen 
goods, rather narrow and reaching to 
the ankles, where they are tied inside 
the shoes with long slender shoestrings. 
Over these drawers are usually worn 
leggings of thin, tanned skins, reach¬ 
ing from the ankles to the km*cs. 

Stockings the Lapp never wears, lie 
fills the upper curving tip of his shoes 
with a sort of grass, which is gnthere 1 
in summer and beaten to make it soft 
and pliable. The winter costume only 
differs from that worn in summer in 
that every piece is made of reindeer 
skin with the hair on. 

Tlie dress of the women differs very 
slightly from tlint^worn by the men. 
The smock is somewhat longer and Is 
made without the big standing collar, 
Instead of which a kerchief or cap is 
worn about the neck. To . the woven 
and often silver ornamented girdle 
hang a knife, scissors, key, needle and 
thread. The head covering is not only 
different in the two sexes, but also 
differs according to the locality. 


CURIOUS FISH. 


They Keep Their E*»» In Nftlnrnl 
Pocket* In Their Moutlin. 

Iu the sea of Galilee, or Lake Titic- 
rius, as it is also culled, there Is a 
strange fish named the Chrouils simo- 
uis, which Is more careful of Its young 
than fish generally arc. The male 
takes tho eggs iu his mouth and keeps 
them In his natural side pockets, where 
they are regularly hatched and remain 
until able to shift for themselves. By 
this ingenious arrangement the brood 
is comparatively guarded against its 
natural enemies. It Is easily fed, too, 
but It is a puzzle how the little ones 
escape being eaten alive. Awhile ago, 
says a traveler writing to a religious 
contemporary, I found In my net u 
number of these fish without eyes. 

Others of the species, when 1 lifted 
them up, dropped a number of little 
fishes out of their mouths, which swam 
away hastily. The natives explained 
tho phenomenon. The blind chminis 
Is the victim of sea hawks. When 
those birds have eaten their fill they 
begin to look out for tidbits. After 
catching a fish they hit its forehead 
with their sharp beak, knocking out 
the middle part, in which their eyes are 
set. Tho bony structure Is dropped 
Into tho water, but the eyes are eaten 
by tho birds with great relish. 


THE 8LIME ON FI8HE8. 

Common to All Ipwlo »»4 Eaaeatlal 
to Their Existence. 

A fish Just taken from the water, If 
handled, Is found to bo slippery and 
coated with slime. All fishes, tho 
meanest and the noblest, killiflsh and 
shark, shad, salmon and trout, wear 
this slime. They could not exist with¬ 
out it. 

The slime Is secreted usually In a 
continuous series of ducts, with numer¬ 
ous openings arranged lu a line extend¬ 
ing along the side of the fish. Some 
fishes have one line on a side, some 
have five or six. The lines may be 
plainly visible, and In some cases ap¬ 
pear to be a marking on the fish. More 
often they are not observable at all. 
Some fishes store tills secretion In pores 
distributed over the whole surface of 
the body, the larger number, however, 
in pores In lateral lines. There are 
ulso pores for tho secretion of mucus, 
or slime, iu the fish's heud. 

The slime is exuded through the di¬ 
visions between the scales to the outer 
part of the body, over which it spreads, 
forming a sort of outer sklu or cover¬ 
ing, transparent and having elasticity 
and tenacity and often considerable 
body. It would not be remarkable for 
a fair sized fish, say a fish of two 
pounds weight, to have a coating of 
slime a thirty-second of an inch In 
thickness. Fishes vary greatly In the 
amount of slime which they secrete. 
The eel will suggest itself as one that 
is very slimy. 

The fish’s slimy coating reduces Its 
friction when In motion and helps to i 
Increase Its speed. It aids In protect- | 
lug the scales from Injury, being of 1 
sufficient substance to serve In some | 
measure as a cushion. The slimy 1 
covering makes the fish hard to hold j 
and so enables It tho more readily to 
escape from Its enemies. It Is some¬ 
times repugnant to other fishes, which 
are repelled by Its odor. It is the slime 
from the fishes handled that makes the 
angler “smell fishy,” as the expression 
goes. 

A most Important function of the 
fish’s slimy coaling is to protect It 
from the attacks of fuugus, a form of 
plant life found in all waters, salt and 
fresh, Including the purest. The slimo 
covers the entire exterior surface of 
the fish, Including the fins. Fungus 
does uot attach to the slime, but if the 
fish were to be iujured so that tbero 
was upon it somo spot uncovered by 
the slime upon that spot some minute 
fragment of fungus, so small as to be 
scarcely more than visible, would be 
likely to lodge. Once lodged the fuu¬ 
gus Is reproduced very fast. 

Fish sometimes recover from at¬ 
tacks of fuugus, but much more often 
they do not. The fungus displaces the 
skin, intlammation is set up, and the 
place attacked becomes practically a 
sore. With Its continued growth the 
fuugus may cover the side of the fish 
aud extend over the gills and finally 
kill it.

The keenness 
of fvciit so useful to pussyklns In her 
hunting avocation makes her quick to 
detect and recognize tin* fragrance of 
uatural flowers and toilet preparations, j 
aud, unlike the dog, which will detect 
lu a moment the scent affected by mus¬ 
ter or mistress without evincing any 
pleasure save that of associated Ideas, 
the cat really enjoys the sweet Itself. 
Sensitiveness to sweet odors varies lu 
individual felines, and somo animals 
show a decided preference for violet 
fratrrance over that of rose powder, for

FOND OF FINERY.

Sydenham May 2‘J.—One of the mo-t 
frightful tragedies in the history ol j 
the county of Fronteuac occured two 
mile.-. beyond the village of Sydenham 
at 11 o’clock this rno ning. John Joyce 
aged thirty-three, an English emigrant, 
who has been io this country thru* 
years, fatally shot his wife in the breas', 
seriously shot, his father-in- aw in the 
whoulder, and then committed suicide 
wilhiu thirty feet of tho scene of the 
tragedy by cuttiug his throat 

The tragedy discloses a horrible mode 
of life. Cornelius Wood, the wound- d 
father, formerly lived ueur Wilinur, 
where ho was tarred and fotthered for 
a crime against ilia own daughter. 
He was tried in Kingston, before Judge 
Wilkisoo, and seut to peniteotiany for 
five years. Last fall Wood was re- 
leaaed from prison settled in the old 
hut near Railton. 

Joyce’s wife is only about twenty 
>°arsof age, and her reputation is not 
witiiout blemish, Joyce know this, but 
in spite of friendly advice married the 
girl ou January 4th last. The couple 
got on well for a time till the girl’s 
father and brothers and Eli Smith an 
associate of the family, began to coax 
her away from her husband to her for¬ 
mer life. 

On Thursday evening one oi the sons 
Noah, came home by stage from King¬ 
ston and stopped at Joycb’s small house 
on the furm of William McAuley to 
Hee his sister. Though sho and Joyce 
had bet n stun in loving emoraco that 
afternoon, a few’ hours later she was 
yearning to join her brother Noah. 
Next day Joyce came in from work to 
find that Eli .Smith and Noah had been 
at his house and tak^n atvay his wife 
and her few goods. 

It seems that Jojce went to the 
house of his father-in-law about 7 
o’clock Saturday morning and met ting 
birn in frout of the door d- inanded his 
wife. The father iefused to allow her 
to return. Goad*.d to desperation, 
Joyce went to uu adjoining field where 
he had left a loaded rifie borrowed 
from a neighbor ou some pretext, uud 
coming back deliberately fired at his 
father-in-law, but the rifle missed fire. 
He reloaded, and shot Wood in the 
fhoulder as he started lo run awav. 
The old mau dropped to tho ground, 
ami Joyce started for the hut, twenty 
feet off- lii» young wife and her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Angus Wood, had 
barricaded tiie doors. Joyce broke 
these very quickly and also the inner 
hsdroom door, and although his wif. 
pleaded with him not m shoot, In; sho 1 
her with the last bullet he had ai.u 
sho dropped near tlu* door. 

Apparori'ly Joyce had del.b-'raioly 
plauued what, lie intended to do, for he 
made no attempt to harm Mrs. Angus 
Wood, who was inside. He then went 
out and w undue I a little from the the 
porch. lu the meantime theothet 
woman slipped out and iau to u neigh- 
hoi’s for help. 

Joyce, it is thought, went in id* 
again, and seeing his wife dying, re¬ 
turned to the open and cut his turoat 
from ear to ear in a most horrible man¬ 
ner. His body lay all day where In 
fell, Ins gun within reach, and the

NOTES AND PROCEEDINGS OP TUB 
OTTAWA BOUSE. 

FACTS FROM THE BUDGET. 

Mr. Fielding wa* enabled to announce 
a sarplus on Consolidated Fund (or or¬ 
dinary income and expenditure) of $12,- 
500,000 for the year ending June. 

This surplus and the addition to the 
Sinking Fund will almost meet the 
Heavy capital expenditure of the year. 
The net Increase of the national debt 
for the twelve month* will be about 
$800,000. 

Since 1806 there has been a net sur¬ 
plus of $04,300,165 In Consolidated 
Fund accounts. This great sum has 
been spent in enlarging canals, aiding 
railway construction, erecting public 
buildings where required, and general¬ 
ly in preparing the way for the muking 
o' a greater Canada. 

The net debt of Canada is $7,726,732 
more than It was nine years ago. It is 
less per head of the people than it was 
then, for there has been a very great 
Increase of population. Mr. Fielding 
believes Ihere are now over six million 
people In the Dominion. They are still 
coming fast, the number of immigrants 
having been 117,585 for the past ten 
months, as compared with 93,309 for ihe 
same period a year ago. 

Finally, the Minister of Finance an¬ 
nounces that there is no reason to anti¬ 
cipate disturbance of the revenue from 
the tariff chunges fo be made at the No¬ 
vember session of Parliament. 

REPORT ON THE FALLEN TOWER 

The report of the commission that in¬ 
vestigated the reasons lor the collapse 
of the tower in the Western block is 
ready for presentation to the House. 
It is said that the report reflects on the 
materials employed and to some extent 
upon the. design and lack of proper In¬ 
spection. This concerns one of the 
most experienced officials of the depart¬ 
ment, Mr. Taylor, who has according¬ 
ly been placed under suspension. Con¬ 
tractor Goodwin has been notified to 
proceed with the work of reconstruction. 

ENUMERATORS’ REMUNERATION 

In taking the census in Manltobu, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta, the enumerat¬ 
ors will be allowed four cents for every 
living person recorded, for every farm 
of five acres and upwards twelve cents, 
ond for lime employed in receiving in¬ 
structions $3 a day, with actual cost of 
living and transportation during such 
time. 

LIVE STOCK IMPORTATION. 

The following new customs regula¬ 
tions have been adopled:— A settler 
may bring into Canudu, free of duty, 
live stock for the farm on the follow¬ 
ing basis: If he has actually owned such 
live stock abroad for at least six months 
before his removal to Canada, and has 
brought them Into Canada within one 
year nfler his first arrival, viz., if horses, 
only 16; if cattle, only 16; if sheep, only 
100; if swine, only 160. If horses, cat¬ 
tle. sheep and swine arc brought in to- 
gether, or part of each, the same pro¬ 
portions as above ure to be observed. 
Duly is to be paid on live stock in ex¬ 
cess of the number above provided for.

Forced to Leave Switzerland Cor Attack

A despatch from Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land, says ; One of the Zulu chiefs who 
have rebelled against the Brilish Gov¬ 
ernment Is a Swiss named N. Duby. 
Duby was a hooligan in the Village of 
, Schupfer, in the Bernese Oberland. 
After a particularly brutal attack on a 
cavalryman, In 1803, he was forced to 
.leave the country, and he worked his 
way to South Africa. 

I After being concerned in some tran¬ 
sactions which demanded ihe attention 
of the police ah Durban, he went into 
the Interior to (escape rrrest. He mas¬ 
tered the Zulu language und finally mar 
I rled the daughter of the chief of a small 
tribe. On the di?ath of the chief, Duby 
was appointed in hie place. He fought 
with the Boers during the late war. and 
when Bambaata revolted, Duby induced 
his tribesmen to Join the rebel forces. 

One of the rebel Zulu chiefs frequent¬ 
ly mentioned in telegrams from Natal is 
Ndube, which is ihe Zulu version of 
Duby.

A despatch from Winnipeg says; The 
crop report Issued by the C. P. B. on

! learned thut winter wheat lri Alberta Is 
! bordering on a failure. No rain has 
fallen ever sinoe early fall, and the 
drouth Is already serious. Considerable 
portions of winter wheat in many sec¬ 
tions have been ploughed up and the 
land resown with coarse grains. 

A despatch from Medicine Hat says; 
Sunday's rRin is estimated to have beoo 
the heaviest fall in a given lime ever 
pcrienccd in Medicine Hat district. Be- 
ports from Ihe south go lo show I hat 
even more rain fell out in tlint direction. 
This will lend lo relieve Ihe drouth pre¬ 
vailing and will greatly benefit the win- 
i ter wheat crop. 


NEW GERMAN MFLE. 

Expert Fines Five Well-aimed Shots in 
Ten Seconds. 

A Berlin despatch says : A number of 
tests have recently been carried nut 
near Berlin in connection with a newly- 
invented repeating rifle known as the 
Fidjeland automatic-loading rifle, model 
1906. An ingenious system of springs 
is employed to use the force of the recoil 
in such a way os automatically to reload 
Ihe rifle. Almost simullnncously with 
firing the empty cartridge case is seized 
and ejected, a fresh carl ridge placed in 
position, the magazine closed, and the 
trigger reset for firing. A rifle expert 
fired five well-aimed shots in ten se¬ 
conds from a sitting posture, and the 
rifles tested showed equally satisfactory 
results when fired rapidly from a stand¬ 
ing posilion.

HINTS ON CLOVER GROWING. 

The first great essential to successful 
clover growing is soil humus; clovei 
is humus, and humus means clover 
writes Mr. J. A. Dewar. Stable in* 
nure is the most potent element in civ 
rlching the soil, to produce this vatu 
able crop. It will also pay to use linu 
and commercial fertilizer Judiciously 
Soils deficient in nitrogen will not gro* 
clover, and when the land is much iin- 
poverished, and tho supply of stable 
manure limited, it will be necessary tc 
plough down crops of peas, vetches, oi 
other legumes. 

Wc have found a shorter crop rota* 
lion beneficial. A four years rotation, 
properly understood, and iiitolligeiitl) 
applied, should give double us much 
clover as the old eight years system. 

All grain crops should be seeded with 
Clover, even if the land is resown with 
grain the succeeding year, such a pro 
cess will confirm the land In the clovei 
growing habit, and help to gather from 
the air the indispensable* nitrogen 
While a rich soil is the prime essential 
there cannot be complete success, un 
less care and' attention be given tc 
combatting ihe evils that ussail the 
crop. 

The two great opposing forces, heat 
and cold, which in turn may be con* 
sidered friendly influences, are liable 
under certain conditions to become enc- 
mies. 

A long sustained period of drouth 
will have a perishing influence on Ihe 
delicate plants, and the “early and lat¬ 
ter’ frosts acting in conjunction, will 
cause an upheaval which will break Ihe 
roots. The work of fighting the enemy 
begins wilh the preparation of the noil. 
The seed bed should be thoroughly pul¬ 
verized, drainage is necessary for cold, 
wet lands. Sowing should lake place 
early lo secure the moisture incident 
to the first part of the growing season. 
The seed should be well covered. Sow 
a sufficient amount. 

We have sown from three to ten 
pounds per acre, and experience leada 
u* to believe I hat six pounds with nn 
equal amount of timothy seed is suffici¬ 
ent. 

The proper varieties to sow is Im¬ 
portant. “Mammoth” finds innny ndvo- 
cates on account of Its great bulk, the 
“common red” because of its superior 
aftermath. We are of the opinion that 
the bulk of the mixture should be 
mammoth, throe pounds to three of al- 
sike and f*ed. the difference in ripening 
will be immaterial, if cut early, this 
should be Ihe rule, ns it gives a better 
aftermath, will contain more succulence, 
Ihere will be less waste, ond it will be 
nn Insurance for a better crop the suc¬ 
ceeding year. 

In cutting the grain crop the stubble 
should be left high, in order to gather 
Ihe protecting snow, ns well as to act 
ns a preventilive of smothering out by 
Ice. Animals should be strictly prohibi¬ 
ted from grazing in Ihe fields prior to 
the cutting of the first crop. This mis¬ 
chievous practice results in exposing 
the plants to the Jnelomency of the sea¬ 
sons. 

One of the greatest writers has said 
“Ihnt while the monuments of art nre 
perishable, that grass is immortal." 
It is equally true that we cannot divorce 
clover from a fertile soil. Mr. William 
Bennie gave ulleranee lo a great truth 
when lie slated that cloyer is the key¬ 
stone of successful ngrtculture. We 
may add that “soil enrichment" is the 
key to clover produ. fi*»n. and clover in 
turn unlocks the wav to n “Land flow¬ 
ing with milk and honey."

FIGHT WITH ANARCHISTS. 

Bold Attack Made on n Savings Bank 
at Warsaw. 

A Warsaw despatch snys; A brief but 
bloody battle took place here at 12.30 
on Friday afternoon at the Industrial 
Savings Bank, which was uttacked by 
a band of Ahnrchlsts. The latter, with 
revolvers in their hands, ordered the 
clerks and customers present to hold 
up their hands. The chief clerk prompt¬ 
ly drew a revolver and fired at the in¬ 
truders. This was the signal for a brisk 
fusilade. during which two of the cus¬ 
tomers were killed and # two other cus¬ 
tomers, five clerks and one of the Anar¬ 
chists were wounded. The Anarchists 
then escaped, carrying off their wound¬ 
ed.

DOCUMENTS TO SIGN.

Fifteen years ago it wus estimated by 
jompeteut authorities that the number 
3f documents receiving the signature of 
3ueen Victoria nveruged ut least 60.000 
per annum. Thul would give about 200 
for each week day throughout the entire 
twelve months. Since that time docu¬ 
ments requiring the sign manual of the 
British sovereign have enormously in- 
:reused, and it Is probable that lo-duy 
.he papers which King Edward is obliged 
to sign average between 400 and 500 a 
lay. 

NONE BUT THE KING. 

The commission of every officer of the 
army und navy und the diplomatic 
:orps, from admirals of the fleet, field 
marshalls, und ambassadors, down to 
.he most youthful subaltern or beard¬ 
less alachc, requires the signature of the 
<tng. whose approval Is likewise neces- 
»ry to the draft of every important dis- 
patch sent out by the Department of 
Foreign Affairs. All the more important 
ippointmenis. administrative as well as 
udlcial, must have the sovereign's 
written consent.' No one cun relieve the 
sovereign of this particular portion of 
ils work. 

INTERVIEWS ALSO. 

The giving of these signatures, ar- 
iuotis us is Ihe work entailed when a 
monarch is conscientious, constitutes but 
l part of the day's business. The Ger- 
nan und Austrian rulers require their 
Cabinet Ministers to make at least twice 
i week verbal reports of ull important 
natters concerning their departments, 
n addition to their written communica¬ 
tions. Queen Victoria insisted on this 
mly in the case of the Foreign Office, 
Duf King Edward demands that he 
ihould be kept informed about ull mat¬ 
ers of moment, and he is constantly 
jailing upon this Minister or thut Gov¬ 
ernment ofTlcial to furnish him with 
special reports.

LIFE PRESENT ON NARS 


CAMERA* revelations at low- 
ell OBSERVATORY. 

The Inhabitants Have Adopted A Great 
System of Irrigation 


That the fabled Martians may be 
realities, that the planet Mars is inhabi¬ 
ted, and, perhaps, by a life even more 
highly clvlIked than that of the earth 
Is practically proved by a series of re¬ 
markable photographs taken by C. O. 
Lampland at the Lowell Observatory at 
Flagstaff, Arizona, established by Prof. 
Perclval Lowell, non-resident professor 
of astronomy at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute, is now preparing to make public 
together with full details of the observa¬ 
tions and his theories and deductions 
from them. 

They are actual photographs, the first 
really successful ones ever taken, of the 
famous Martian cunals. 

When it is remembered that at its 
neunest point to the earth Mars Is still 
at I he enormous distance of 35,050,000 
miles Ihe difficulties enoountered in this 
stupendous undertaking can be appre¬ 
ciated. Not only this, but the moments 
when atmospheric conditions are favor¬ 
able for photography are few and far 
between, and even at that out of several 
hundred negatives perhaps not more 
than half u dozen are really good. 

EARLY DISCOVERIES. 

Just 28 years ugo Schaparrelll, the 
great Ituliun astronomer, discovered 
about one hundred arid twenty faint 
lines on the surface of the planet which 
lie culled “cunall," or canals. He be¬ 
haved they were crucks In the surface 
or I he old channels of rivers. Unfor¬ 
tunately, however, tills great discovery 
was greeted with derision by other as¬ 
tronomers, 'because they were not able 
to detect the phenomena. So for nine 
years he went on from discovery to dis¬ 
covery till ut last Perrotin at Nice fur¬ 
nished the first confirmation. Since 
then the list of those who have detected 
the phenomena lias increased with every 
opposition. 

Murs through a powerful glass, ap¬ 
pears much the same as the moon to 
Ihe naked eye. mottled with light and 
dark patches. Schaparrelll observed the 
canals running through the light 
putches, whut lie believed to be land, 
but could not detect them in the dark 
patches, what he thought was water. 
But that the dark Is not water but vege¬ 
tation is the result of the remarkable 
discoveries at Flagstaff, for the canals 
have been detected running continuous¬ 
ly through light and dark alike. 

WINTER AND SUMMER. 

Starling at the polar caps or circles 
of eternal snow und Ice at the poles tho 
canals run for thousands of miles to 
the equator. Cross canals intersect 
them and in the Martian springtime 
when the sun melts the polar caps they 
fill the water and the banks take on the 
greenish tinge of vegetation. As would 
be natural under these artificial condi¬ 
tions the wave of vernal changes sweeps 
from the poles towards the equator, the 
very opposite of the procedure on the 
earth. As the Martian winter ap¬ 
proaches Ihe canals fade, even the per¬ 
manent dark patches turn lighter in 
shade, as if the vegetation were dying, 
and tlju general appearance is the same 
as the earth would look if view from 
a great distance at the same time of the 
year. 

There is no natural explanation that 
can account for the phenomena and the 
only reasonable solution is the canaLs are 
the effort of an intelligent and highly 
civilized life to maintain its existence 
on a planet whose surface Is an arid 
desert.

When the proposed motor-car dash 
to the South Pole is actuary attempted, 
Die adventurers cannot do better than 
start from Hut Point, at the foot of 
Mount Erebus, where Is a substantially- 
built bouif, furnished with every modern 
appliance for withstanding the cold 
weather, and stored with a good stock 
of provisions, wines and spirits, and 
medical comforts. This unique cara¬ 
vanserai was left standing—of course, 
tor the benefit of future explorers-by 
Captain Scott’s party, who passed 
therein the winter of 1902-3. 

Another “Antarctic hotel” that is 
epen to occupation by all comers is situ¬ 
ated at the foot of Cape Adare, on Rob¬ 
ertson Island. It was occupied by the 
Southern Cross exploring party in 1899, 
and when left by them was in excellent 
condition, well-stocked with a finely- 
selected store of provisions of all kinds. 
Almost certainty these two refuges are 
still intact, for they were specially con¬ 
structed to withstand the climate, and 
there are no prowling land mammals 
-as in the North Polar regions—to in¬ 
terfere with the provisions. 

It is not, however, only in these ice- 
packed ind inaccessible seas that free 
hotels of this kind are to be found. They 
ore scattered 

ALL OVER THE GLOBE, 

many of them being kept up by the 
various governments which claim juris¬ 
diction over the places wherein they 
are situated. 

Thus, France has erected on Kergue¬ 
len Land—a large, uninhabited Island 
iu the Indian Ocean—a substantial 
building of hewn stone, replete with 
t>\ ery convenience. Here are stores of 
tinned soups, vegetables, meat, etc., and 
also nets for catching fish, harpoons 
for killing the seals and whales which 
abound thereabouts, axes for felling 
timber, and even a small library of 
nautical books and current works of j 
fiction. All this, of course, is design- ‘ 
pi* for the succor of any destitute cast¬ 
aways who may chance to be ship¬ 
wrecked on Kerguelen's Inhospitable 
shores, and must on no account be 
touched by chance visitors. 

The British Admiralty maintains sim¬ 
ilar refuges at Amsterdam Island and 
St. Pauls, two Isolated points of vol¬ 
canic rock Jutting out from, the bosom 
of an ocean that is well-nigh devoid of 
tioffic or shipping of any kind. The 
provision depot at the first-named spot 
is situated within a dry, roomy cave, 
wherein have been erected cots for 
steeping. There are also to be found 
cn that refuge pots for cooking, pre¬ 
served beef, biscuits, a quantity of worm 
clothing, bales of blankets, and—sold¬ 
ered inside a metal box, painted red— 

FOUR PACKETS OF MATCHES. 

At St. Paul's the refuge-house has been- 
eiectod within the cruter of an extinct 
volcano and in close proximity to a 
natural hot bath, while the provisions, 
clothing, etc., are contained In a num¬ 
ber of water-tight casks. 

So far back as the year 1880 there 
was established on Possession Island, 
iri the Indian Ocean, one of the largest 
refuge depots In existence, and It lias 
icen visited and replenished at inter- 
\als ever since by British cruisers de¬ 
tailed for the duty. It consists of five 
roomy huts fitted with tables, benches, 
arid bunks, while in a separate air¬ 
tight store-room are 5,000 pounds of 
preserved provisions and fifty complete 
suits of clothes.

THE THRILLING NARRATIVE OF A 
SURVIVOR. 

Story of Um Slaughter of • SnaoU Army 
of British Soldiers in 


A beaten British army is terrible, 
and, thank God, rare enough. This fu¬ 
gitive rabble was not only beaten—it 
was disgraced. Incompetency amongst 
officers, indiscipline amongst men, was 
its record.. A record to be atoned for 
by the direct suffering for all, the su¬ 
preme sacrifice for many, and individu¬ 
al acts of such high courage and pa¬ 
tent endurance as may take front rank 
for all time in the annals of our race, 
it is sorry reading:— 

“The scene of slaughter was dread¬ 
ful. All baggage was abandoned. The 
enemy not only poured in a murderous 
fire from every rock and cave in the 
heights on each side, but descended in¬ 
to the Pass and slew men, women and 
children. The whole road for a dis¬ 
tance of five miles Is covered with dead 
and dying. Our loss this day was com¬ 
puted at about 3,000, or one-sixth of our 
people. The 37th N. I. lost more than 
half of its men, and other corps In pro¬ 
portion. Even those who remained 
could scarcely move or hold a musket, 
from their feet and hands being frost¬ 
bitten; and to add to our misery snow 
began to fall on our arrival at Khurd 
Cabul.. ( 

“Every man among us thought that 
ere many hours he was doomed to die, 
either by cold or hunger, or butchered 
by our enemies—for If attacked, al¬ 
though we might for a short time hold 
out, nothing could eventually save us. 

“Hundreds of poor wretches, men and 
women, who had not been fortunate 
enough to seize any animal to carry 
them, or having done so had been dis¬ 
possessed of them by others stronger 
than themselves, were left to lie 

LIKE DOGS IN THE ROAD, 
or to be butchered by the enemy. The 
sight was fearful.” 

But set against that such an Incident 
as the stand made by a handful of offi¬ 
cers to give the Infantry a chance;— 

“On arriving within two miles of Jag- 
delak, where the descent Into the valley 
commences, we observed the hills on 
each side of the road were occupied 
b> the enemy, who with their long Je- 
zails fired upon us the whole way, and 
again the road was covered with dead 
and dying. We were so thick a muss 
that every shot told on some part or 
ether of our column. On the advance 
arriving in the valley, and being hard 
pressed, we took up a position on the 
first height we came to. and near some 
ruined walls. As scarcely any F.uro- 
peans of the advance now remained, 
and the enemy were Increasing, the 
General called several officers, about 
twenty of us, to form line and show a 
fiont. We had scarcely done so when 
my friend. Captain Grant, who was next 
to me, received a ball through his cheek, 
which broke his Jaw. I lifted him off 
his horse, and sealed him on the 
giound. Nothing could exceed the 
bravery displayed by Brig. .Shelton, 
v.ho commanded the rearguard. He 
was like a bulldog ussaulted on oil sides 
by a lot of curs trying to get a snap at 
his head. tail, and sides. Shelton’s 
smnll band was attacked by horse and 
foot and although the latter were fifty 
to one, not a man dared to come close. 
The few of us with General Elphin- 
stone, who had formed line to show 
front to the enemy when we were await¬ 
ing. were so delighted, not only at the 
courage disolaved by Shelton, but at 
his manoeuvres to keeD off the enemy, 
that we cheered him in

NO OCEANS THERE. 

Like Ihe moon Mcrs has no oceans. 
Ages ago they sank into the interior or 
evaporated and were lost In Interplane¬ 
tary space. This is proved by the spec¬ 
troscope. That it has un atmosphere ‘s 
proved by two things : first, there Is a 
perceptible twilight along the termina¬ 
tor, or edge of the planet, turning Into 
or out of the sunlight; second. It is a 
scientific foct that no change could take 
place on the surface if there were not an 
atmosphere. But this atmosphere Is omy 
uboiit one-third of (he density of the 
earth's giving just as much less protec¬ 
tion from heat and cold. Most of the 
water on Ihe surface now Is what has 
been held In form of vapor by this air, 
ns a sponge absorbs moisture. In the 
cold season il Is deposited nl the poles 
In the form of*dew. which freezes layer 
upon lover, to melt in the spring/be 
distributed by the canals and then be 
reabsorbed by Ihe air. 

ARTIFICIAL CANALS. 

Perhaps the strongest argument to 
advance against the nrtillciulily of ihe 
phenomena of the canals is Ihe magni¬ 
tude of ttie titanic lusk, but there is an 
even better explanation. As a result • t 
its lesser volume and muss, gravity on 
mars would he about one-third of that 
force on (he earth. Consequently, If one 
were transported to Mars he could do 
three times as much work there as here 
wilh an equul amount of energy. Fur¬ 
ther, he would probably grow three 
times ns large, since he could do so 
without being any more unwieldy tliun 
he was here before. Since Ills muscles 
would increase in three dimensions, 
length, bread 111 and thickness, he 
would be twenty-seven times as strong. 
With this hvTi.used strength and dimin¬ 
ished gravity he would be eighty-one 
tunes eWeclive. tthiep gravity on Mars 
Is re My a little mope than ene-thtrd 
that on the earth, this remodelled man 
would b * about fifty times us strong as 
Ills worldly broth.' rs, or be able to do 
the work of two horses.

THE SECRET OF ELECTRICITY OF 
^ THE FUTURE. 

Ihomas Edison Makes Some Forecasts 
— How Coal Energy is 
Wasted. 

"We are groping on Ihe verge of an¬ 
other great epoch in the world's history. 
It would not surprise me any morning 
to wake up and learn that one of the 
300,000 scientific men who are investi¬ 
gating ail over the earth has seized the 
secret of electricity by direct process, 
and begun another practical revolution 
(•1 human affairs." 

In these words, Mr. Thomas Edison, 
the world-famed inventor, begins a re¬ 
markable forecast of the future of elec¬ 
tricity. 

“line first great change in the produc¬ 
tion of electricity will acolish the carry¬ 
ing of coal for that purpose. Instead 
of digging gross material out of the 
earth, loading it on cars, and carrying 
it, say, 500 miles, there to put it under 
a boiler, burn it, and so get power, we 
shall set up plants at the mouths of the 
mines, generate the power there, and 
transmit it wherever it is needed by 
copper wires. 

COAL MINES ON WHEELS. 

"It is preposterous to keep on putting 
tho coal on wheels. It is too clumsy. 
It is too costly. There is no necessity 
for it. We can ship a 10,000 horse-pow¬ 
er over a wlro quicker and more eco¬ 
nomically than we can send the equiva¬ 
lent in coal over a railroud track. 

"Everything points to the fact that 
In the near future electrcity will be pro¬ 
duced for general consumption in great 
power houses at the mouths of coal 
pits. 

"Electricity will soon have completely 
taken the place of horses. It will solve 
ihe traffic problem in critics. My new 
electric storage battery itself will make 
electricity cheaper than horses. You 
see the new factory going up out there? 
Well, in the spring we will be ready 
to furnish the new batteries. Not only 
will they mean half the space of horse 
traffic, but thev will go twice as fast. 
They can be stored on upper floors by 
means of elevators. The saving of 
stable space in New York City will cover 
at least £40,000,000 worth of property. 

WASTE OF COAL. 

"Another thing in the future: Wire¬ 
less telegraph will enable us to reach 
any ship in any sea. That Is a certain¬ 
ly 

"Not only will electric power be devel- 
I eped at and distributed from the coal 
| mines in the future, but all the water 
power in the world will be used for the 
production of electricity. That move¬ 
ment has begun and is advancing rup* 
idly. In Calilornia they are transmitting 
electric power 275 miles by wire, and 
running street oars and, lighting thd 
cities by It. That is the sort of spirit 
, that will wake the world up one of 
these days. 

"From a practical standpoint, the most 
tremendous thing In Ihe problem of 
electricity is the fact that we, only get 
about 15 per cent, of the energy of the 
coal we burn. Eighty-five per cent goes 
up the chimney. If we could find a 
way to get Ihe energy out of the coal 
l y some direct process without wasting 
65 per cent, of it, It would so multiply 
and so cheapen electric power ns lo in¬ 
augurate a new epoch In the history of 
Ihe world. It Is practically Impossible 
lo exaggerate the consequences of a dis¬ 
covery that would produce electricity 
direct from coal, or in any way to avoid 
the waste consequent upon the use of 
toilers and engines.

PROCESSES OF ITS MANUFACTURE 
HERE DESCRIBED. 

A German Cobbler Made the Discovery 
ol Its Beauty by Mere 
Accident. 

A certain Hungarian nobleman was , 
ono time travelling In Asia Minor.; 
Among the curios he collected was a 
lump o f white clay, very light, which j 
had been dug from the soil. On his re¬ 
turn home the notion came into his head 
• hut a pipe might be made of it. lie sent 
it to his friend the village cobbler. The 
latter made two pipes and kept one. . 

In smoking his pipe the cobbler dis-1 
covered that two spots, rubbed with j 
beeswax from his fingers, took on a 
beautiful brown and shining appear¬ 
ance. He rubbed It all with beeswax, 
and to his delight the polish covered it. 
So was the beauty of the meerschaum 
discovered. The nobleman’s pipe, simi¬ 
larly treated, also took the glossy brown 
color. Friends saw It, wanted one like 
It, and presently lumps of the clay from 
Asia Minor were imported, and the in¬ 
dustry began. 

MAKING A MEERSCHAUM. 

To this day every meerschaum pipe, 
before it leaves a maker's hunds, Is 
dipped In heated beeswax. It is kept in 
the liquid several minutes usually. In 
this time enough of the wax Is absorbed 
to give a glossy surface about one- 
thirly-second of an inch thick to the 
bowl, and It is this surface lhat colors 
when the pipe la smoked. A pipe not 
dipped in wax will color, but there will 
be no life, no gloss, to the brown. It 
will look dead, so to speak. The waxed 
surface takes on a high polish; hence, 
the glossiness of the color produced by 
the nicotine working on the meerschaum 
from the inside. 

Waxing is the last stage but one In the 
actual manufacture of meerschaum 
nines. The first Is lo determine how 
many ploo.s can be got out of each block 
of raw materlul. This is Imported from 
Vienna, the Irode's centre, in cases which 
hold all the way from forty to 300 
blocks, urranged In layers, with a bed 
of cotton for each layer. Every block *8 
more or less shaped like an Irish potato. 

SHAPING AND DRYING. 

After the blocks have been sawed the 
pieces are soaked in u^tub j^wuter un- 
lil they are brought to the consistency of 
cheese. Some pieces have to be souked 
for as long us un hour, others for only 
a few minutes. 

While the pipes are still wet they are 
roughly shaped by hand inlo the styles 
of piped previously agreed on. Next a 
small hole is bored into the thickest of 
ttie rough pipe, so that it can be con-

I mean Thursday of Inst week—in ur¬ 
gent prayer for them. The greatest part 
of Wednesday night was so spent. I 
was still praying and Thursday after¬ 
noon hod come. I recall that I seemed 
to go off In a faint, and then u vision 
come clearly before me. I saw seven 
young men. I distinctly recognized four 
of them, and in the vision 1 sow one of 
Ihe young men killed and killed at a 
colliery. 

“I was burdened with the message of 
warning. Until I delivered It from the 
nuloit. I did not know which of the 
young men it would be. and. strange us 
it might seem, it brought me a certain 
sense of relief when the news of the 
fatal accident cleared up that part of the 
mystery. The warning message which 
come Into my sermon on Sunday night 
was. of course, unpremeditated.”

The rims of the 
tobacco hole and stem are ground level 
on a sund wheel, a bone screw is insert¬ 
ed in the stem and after the umber has 
been fitted in the meerschaum is care¬ 
fully lilted until it makes a neat jointure 
with llio amber. The pipe is then ready 
for what is Jmown as finishing. 

GETTING THE POLISH. 

In waxing only the bowl of the pipe is 
placed in Uietwax; a girl holds the am¬ 
ber bit out of the liquid while llic soak¬ 
ing process goes on. Removed from tin* 
wax, the bowl is diligently polished 
with a clolh dipped in drop chalk und 
water. This polishing removes the faint 
marks loft by bulrushes. Thus u pipe is 
submilled to no less than three distinct 
smoothing processes. 

The only time that meerschaum, after 
it has been made up into a pipe regains 
anything like its originul cohesive pro¬ 
perty is after it has been boiled In oil 
fo set its color. A part of the meer- 
schuuin pipe manufacturer's business is 
lliut of boiling pipes for ismokcrs. Un¬ 
seed oil, to which a certain coloring is 
added, is ueed. 

A meerschaum should never be taken 
from a warm room into cold air, nor 
should it be laid on a gluss case or a 
marble slab. Any sudden change of 
temperature from hot to cold is likely 
to cruck the glossy surface, which will 
frequently curl back at the edges of the 
cracks. Many smokers, having heard 
that meerschaum will iloat, throw their 
pipes inlo water to find out if what they 
have heard is true. This causes a sud¬ 
den change of temperature and induces 
cracking.

The permanent coloring always comes 
from the inside. You have seen a 
meerschaum enthusiast carefully blow 
smoke over his pipe, in the fond belief 
that he is thereby aiding in the coloring 
process. Well, the smoke will color the 
surface, but only temporarily. So in 
the long run all the carefully given 
smoke buths go for naught.

Why Timothy Graft* la 80 Called. 

The forage grass known to the farm¬ 
ers of the United States as timothy Is 
so called because first introduced and 
extensively cultivated in this country 
by one Timothy Hanson, a farmer of 
Maryland. This species et grass Is 
well known In England and all over 
western continental Europe, where it 
is grown extensively by most farmers 
between the Mediterranean and tho 
North seas. The botanical name of this 
grass Is Phleum pratense. Timothy is 
known in the British Isles as cat’s tail 
grass and In several of our eastern 
states as herd, or herd’s, grass.
